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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 14-21 , 23, 26 and 27 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In terms of claim 14, the prior art of record does not teach alone or in 

combination, a device for measuring electric current including a temperature correction 
element in the secondary winding connected in series with the measurement resistor, in 
combination with all other elements in claim 14 . 

As to claims 15-21, 23, 26 and 27, the claims are allowable as they further limit 
allowable claim 14.
